Trade Topics. 


Bxteunts From a Millwright’s 
Diary.

(Continued.) 

June 25.—The modern elevator plays an 
important part in paper-mill economy, and 
until the perfection of this useful apparatus 
conveying pulp from the drainer-room to the 
beater-room was always a serious problem. 

It is not much more than twenty-five years 
since pulp used to be carried from the drainers 
upstairs to the beaters in bushel baskets upon 
the shoulders of the *‘‘second hand” and 
laborers kept for that purpose. 

About twenty-six or twenty-seven years ago 
my father made many attempts to build pulp- 
hoisting machines, and to a certain degree an- 
ticipated the well-known hydraulic elevator of 
the present day. 

He built a car to which a chain could be 
fastened by simply hooking the same into eye- 
bo!ts on either side of the car. The chain went 
up over a pulley, thence to another pulley and 
down into the wheel-pit. To this end of the 
chain was made fast a big bucket having a 
ca>acity nearly equal to that of the pulp car. 
A big spout led from the water-box to this 
bucket, and a lever at the pulp elevator well 
controlled a om in the end of this spout, 
ec pi will to the 
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to fadenit water 
enough to the bucket to cause it to descend, 
of course raising the pulp car and its contents. 

I remember very well the first car of pulp 
which was raised by this method. It did not 
start readily, but after it did start it came up 
ina hurry. It simply ‘fell up.” The great 
quantity of water which had got into the tub 
before the friction of the chain and pulleys had 
been overcome was so excessive that the pulp 
car attained velocity enough to carry it several 
feet above the beater-room floor. 

An automatic valve-in the bottom of the 
water-bucket served to let out the water as 
soon as the tub touchtd bottom, and this tak- 
ing place while the pulp car was using up its 
excess of velocity, the consequence was that 
the pulp car and its contents went down into 
the drainer-room quicker than it came up. 
The car was demolished and its contents were 
promiscuously dispersed. 

A very effectual brake was devised and ap- 
plied to the chain by means of a second lever 
beside the starting lever, and no more acci- 
dents happened except when the chain broke. 
This, however, happened quite often, it being 
before the day of wire rope and steel wire 
as now used for elevator work. 

This hoisting device was used for several 
years, and finally gave place to a winding 
drum operated by a worm wheel and gear, 
through an open and a crossed belt. The ex- 
periment was often tried, with varying suc- 
cess, of using a friction device consisting of 
two iron disks, one of which was covered 
with leather, the two being pressed together 
with tremendous force by a system of levers. 

Constant slipping soon gave a bad name to 
this contrivance and it was abandoned for the 
worm and gear concern, which, being im- 
proved from time to time by the addition of

June 26.—The makers of ‘‘improved” wa- 
ter-wheels and other very necessary pieces of 
machinery often hurt their reputation very 
badly by sending out incompetent men to 
erect the machinery they make. 

Not many years ago a certain water-wheel 
concern sold a new wheel to a paper-making 
firm, and sent a gang of men to set the wheel, 
build a new flume therefor, and to put in the 
racks and head gates required. 

These men went to work in October or No- 
vember. They were exceedingly leisurely in 
their movements, and took things as easy as 


if Saturday night and pay-day were the only 


two things they had to wait for in all this 
world. 

The whole mill was shut down, and the wa- 
ter works torn out, November passed, 


Thanksgiving and Christmas came, 


New 
Year's Day was no more of the future, and still 
these men ‘‘held the fort.” The owner got 
tired of it all, then he got disgusted and 
talked badly, but still these men, these ‘‘ me- 
chanical leeches,” stuck fast to the job and 
his pocket-book. 

Spring came, high water-time got past and 
the best paper-making time of the whole year 
was fast passing uselessly away, with the mill 
still idle. One day, after a week’s absence, 
the mill-owner walked all over the work and 
tried in vain to discover signs of progress made 
during his absence. 

‘Have you been away?” he asked of the 
gang foreman. 

‘*No, sir,” that worthy replied, 
been right at work all the time.” 

“Oh, I didn’t know but you had been off, 
for I don’t see that anything has been done 
during the past week.” 

The next day the owner came down to the 
miil, called the ‘* boss time-killer” up, and said: 

** Look here, you d—d loafer, I’ve got sick 
of this business, and now 
you get out of here. I 
don't want to see asingle 
one of your men in this 
town after to-day, and 
you all just get out !” 

They ‘‘ got,” and in 
seven days a regular 
millwright had the job 
finished and the mill run- 
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ning. 
I could name the firm 
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in 
ciently punished for its 
doings by losing several 
jobs since then, through 
the agency of this one 
protracted job. 

This concern makes 
one of the best wheels in 
the market, but will never 
put in one for this firm 
again. If it is decided 
to use its wheel one will 
be bought of some deal- 
er in machinery, and 
the regular millwright 
will put it in place. It 
has lost several good 
jobs, and all by sending men who had no 
heart in their work. 


June 27.—I will cite one other case where 
incompetent men have lost valuable jobs to 
their employers. A certain mill was to be 
piped for automatic fire extinguishers. The 
millwright made measurements and plans for 
the job, but a dealer in pipe supplies wanted 
the job so badly that he agreed to send up an 
engineer (?) to make plans from which each and 
every piece of pipe could be cut ready for put- 
ting up when shipped to where it was to be 
used. 

The engineer came without expense to the 





mill-owner; he made a few sketches, took | 


some measurements, but hardly looked up- 
stairs, and never even looked into the third 
story of the mill. 

Three hours were consumed thus, and the 
engineer announced his intention of returning 
bome. ‘*‘Why,” said the millwright, ** you 
have not got the measurements for the stand- 
pipe or the risers.” 

** Oh, that’s all right ; 
get home.” 

** Well, 


I can fix that when I 
but you have not figured on the 


** Ves, I know, but thet’s underground, you 
know, and you must dig your hole and then 
take the measurements and send them to me 
by mail.” 

‘* No, sir, I mustn’t,” said the millwright, 
and then he went under the mill, plumbed up 
from the pump, bored a hole through the 
floor and struck out the course of the pipe on 
the floor. An ‘‘ eighth turn” was to be made 
in the main, and this so-called engineer could 
not locate it on paper until it had all been 
drawn out for him by the millwright on the 
finishing-room floor. 

When the pipe finally came along, the ‘‘ M. 
W.” began to put it up, but not a bit of riser 
or standpipe was to be found; so he began 
on another part of the work. Pretty soon 
‘‘more missing pipe was found,” as the old

lady Partington said, and again the work 


stopped short. 

The M. W. got on the cars and went into 
the engineer’s office in the pipe shop, where 
he stated his grievances, and was consoled by 
the engineer, who saii: ‘‘ Oh, yes, you must 
get all the other work up, then cut the 
holes and send me the figures to cut the risers 
by.” 

Positively, that M. W. used some very bad 
language right then and there. He went 
home, cut and put up the pipe, which was 
cut up in a most crazy fashion after the en- 
gineer’s idiotic plans. No more work for 
that pipe firm around this paper mill. The 
owners will go a hundred miles before 
they will bother with a man who proved that 


he cared nothing about the job, except to get | 


his day’s work done with the least possible 
trouble to himself. 

It will pay a young millwright to sit right 
down and study over this matter before he 
finds himself ‘‘ skinning” a job and working 


for the sole purpose of getting in time and

drawing his pay. Let him show that he has 
the welfare of the concern at heart, that his 
every thought and effort is toward increasing 
the out-put of the mill and improving its run- 
ning condition, and you may be sure that 
young man will become a millwright whose

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Calender Protector. 





This is a device for protecting or 
guarding the feed-rolls of sheet-calendering 
machines, to prevent the accidental feeding to 
the machine of more than a single sheet of 
paper at a time, and also to prevent the 
entrance between the rolls of a sheet of paper 
of greater thickness than that for which the 
machine is set. 

It consists in a protector composed of a bar, 
preferably in the form ofa roll, adjustably 
supported above the feed-roll in such manner 
as to lie wholly within the line of travel of the 
guiding-bands. It also consists in a protector 
composed of a roll adjustably mounted upon the 
journal-boxes of the feed-roll above the latter, 
and provided with a series of detents for arrest- 
ing the progress of sheets of improper thick- 
ness between that roll and the feed-roll. 

Figure 1 is a perspective view of that part of 
a sheet-calendering machine as is necessary to 
show the operation of the device. Fig. 2 isa 
perspective view showing in detail the parts 
which constitute one of the brackets for sup- 
porting the detent-roll. Fig. 3 is a similar 
view showing the parts assembled to form the 
bracket. Figs. 4 and § are sectional views 
illustrating the operation. 

The letters A and B designate, respectively, 
the feed-roll and the first paper-roll of the 
calender. The letter C designates one of 
the journal-boxes in which the feed-roll is 
supported at each end, the journal-boxes of 
each roll being grooved at the ends to receive 


and have vertical movement upon the uprights, 
D, of the frame of the machine, these uprights 
being connected at each end by the beams E, 
By thus supporting the journal-boxes pro- 
vision is made for a vertical yielding of the 
rolls to admit paper of various degrees of 
thickness, the amount of such yielding move- 
ment, however, being regulated and controlled 
by the screws F, mounted in the cross-beams 
E, 

The letters G and H designate the band- 
rolls, around which pass the bands or tapes, K, 
which guide the paper in its passage through 
the rolls. These bands are increased or de- 
creased in number and placed at various dis- 
tances apart, to correspond with the width of 
the paper to be calendered. 

L, in Figs. 1 and 4, shows a sheet of paper 
at the instant of being grasped between the 
bands and the feed-roll as it is fed to the ma- 
chine. 

The letter M designates a bar, preferably 
made in the form of a roll, having projected 
therefrom at intervals detents N, which may 
be pointed or provided 
with angular corners. 
The roll M is adjus- 
tably supported at each 
end by brackets P, hav- 
ing downwardly project- 
ing flanges, /, whereby 
they are adapted to be 
secured to the upper sides 
of the journal boxes C 
of the feed-roll, as shown 
in Fig. t, by means of 

the set-screws 4, passing 
if - through holes, v, therein, 
and the set-nuts 4. (See 
Figs. 2. and 3.) The let- 
ter O designates an ad- 
justing-bar having a slot, 
c, therein and at one end 
a journal bearing, @ 4, 
for the end of roll M. 
One of these bars O is 
secured to each of the 
brackets P by a bolt, 
m, passing through a 
hole, ¢, in an up-turned 
arm, ¢@, on the brack- 
et and through slot ¢ 
in the bar, and by a 
nut, /, turned upon the 
bolt, which locks the parts together. 


When the roll M is mounted in the bearings 
a 6, it is obvious that by loosening the nuts / 
the roll can be adjusted both vertically and 
horizontally, and that, being supported at the 
ends only, it lies wholly within the line of 
travel of the bands K, which can therefore be 
adjusted laterally or removed from and re- 
placed on the machine without regard to the 
roll. The roll is supported in the bearings a 
so as to revolve freely, and the normal posi- 
tion of the detents N thereon should be sub- 
stantially that shown in Figs. 4 and 5. 


The operation is as follows : Supposing the 
thickness of the paper to be calendered to be 
one-sixteenth of an inch, the screws F will be 
set to allow the feed and other rolls a yielding 
capacity to correspond therewith, and the roll 
M will be so adjusted with reference to the 
feed-roll, by means of the bars O, bolts #7, and 
nuts /, that paper of that thickness will pass 
freely beneath the roll without touching it, as 
shown in Fig. 4, the feed-roll revolving in the 
direction indicated by the arrow. So long as 
this limit in thickness is not exceeded the roll 
M remains idle ; but should the operator inad- 
vertently present two or more sheets to the 
machine at once, as indicated at L’ in Fig. 5, 
the sheets will contact with the roll and be ar- 
xested in their progress, whereupon the opet- 
ator is advised of and can rectify his error, 
either by stopping the machine and removing 
the sheets, or when the paper is of sufficiently 


strong texture, by quickly withdrawing them | 


trom between the guiding-bands and the peri- 
phery of the feed-roll. 


If the carelessness of the operator were the 


only contingency to. be provided against, the | 


roll M would accomplish its function, as de- 
scribed, without the detents N, and need not 
be cylindrical in form ; but it often happens 
that occasional sheets will be of greater thick- 


ness than the others, but still less than the | 


combined thickness of two sheets, so that in- 
stead of contacting with the body of the roll, 





as in the former case, such a sheet would be 
carried beneath the roll, rotating it about its 
axis, and pass on around the feed-roll. It is 
to provide for this further contingency, there- 
fore, that the detents N are placed upon the 
roll, the result being that when the roll is thus 
rotated by the friction of the passing sheet the 
detents will be brought into contact with the 
sheet and clamp it so tightly against the feed- 
roll that it can proceed no farther. When the 
sheet is removed the roll can be manually re- 
turned to the position shown in Figs. 4 and 5, 
or a light spring or other similar means may 
be employed for that purpose. 

It will be observed that by mounting the 
brackets P upon the journal-boxes of the feed- 
roll the roll M is always in exact horizontal 
alignment with the feed-roll, or, in other 
words, is always parallel therewith, even if 
one end of the feed-roll should be permitted 
by its screw F to yield vertically more than 
the other end, as often happens in these ma 
chines—a result which cannot be obtained with 
a bar secured to the cross-beams E. 

By the lateral adjustment, by means of slot 
¢, the roll M is located directly over the 
centre of the feed-roll, or it can be moved to 
the front or rear of that point, as may be de- 
sired. 

The number and particular character of the 
detents N may be varied at will, and means 
for supporting the roll M other than the brack- 
ets P could be utilized. 


Clays Chemically Considered. 
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There are not many aluminum salts 
other than those previously described which 
are of much interest to readers of Tuk JOURNAL, 
the silicates being of greater importance by 
far. A basic aluminum silicate, Al, Os Si Os, 
is found among some manufacturers, and they 
will use nothing else when this can be obtained. 
Many will recognize this as cyanite, a beauti- 
ful mineral and one well adapted to certain 
processes. The compounds formed by the 
union of this with other silicates are almost 
without number. 

It cannot be too strongly urged that people 
should investigate this matter more fully, as 
the mistake, altogether too common, of con- 
founding all clays with alumina gives license 
to the grossest imposition. To be sure all 
clays, as will be further shown, are essen- 
tially silicates of that base, but they often vary 
a great deal in composition, and the worst 
feature of all is that acids, the usual tests for 
such matters, exert little, if any, influence 
upon them. I would suggest for crude tests 
boiling with sulphuric acid ; this will dissolve 
out the alumina, leaving the finely divided 
silica behind. Then those clays containing an 
admixture of calcium carbonate will respond 
to the ordinary ‘‘marl test,” known to nearly 
everyone, and may be recognized by the effer- 
vescence following the use of the heavy 
acids. All of the salts of alumina, when 
moistened with nitrate of cobalt and 
heated before the blow-pipe, assume the 
characteristic blue color. Then when in 
solution, alumina is distinguished without 
difficulty ; the use of caustic potash and soda 
will occasion the white gelatinous precipitate, 
hydrated aluminum, which is freely soluble in 
excess of the alkali, while ammonia produces 
a similar precipitate, insoluble in excess of 
this reagent, and the alkaline carbonates, as 
well as carbonate of ammonia, will precipitate 
the hydrate, with the evolution of carbonic 
acid, and these precipitates are also insoluble 
in excess. The sulphide of ammonia, how- 

as produces a white precipitate aluminum 
| hydrate. It would be well for the investiga- 
| tor to familiarize himself with these tests. 
| They are not difficult to manage, and the re- 
sults are very reliable, so much so that unless 
some extraordinary combination is presented, 
no chemist can conduct a research more final 
or more reliable.

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Holyoke Notes.

Horyoxe, Mass., July 14, 1887. 

The event of the present week was the 
meeting of the tour workers at Forester’s 
Hall on Sunday afternoon and the address of 
William Wilkinson, the Birmingham (Conn.) 
manufacturer. The meeting was called at 
short notice, as it was not till late in the week 
that Mr. Wilkinson’s visit was planned; but 
the hall was well filled with machine-tenders, 
engineers and helpers. Mr. Wilkinson made 
an excellent impression on the men, and he 
received a very cordial reception. He was 
introduced by Adam Ramage, and spoke sub- 
stantially as follows : 


F eLLow-Workmen—It is not my forte to speak in 
public, but I always try to do the best I can under all 
circumstances. When I first learned of what you 
were dving here I made yp my mind that a better day 
was dawning. You know that the tour workers have 
been told that-their places could be easily filled. Now, 
I‘never told an employee of mine to ‘“‘get out” yet. 
If he did not do his duty by me, I did mine by him. I 
think that the men who are carrying this movement on 
ought to call themselves a brotherhood; that is a 
more fraternal name. I am here to-day in hopes of 
harmonizing the tour workers. I don’t see anything 
better to do than to persevere with the petition just as 
itis. You may not get what you ask for—perhaps you 
will not get anything ; but you must not be discour- 
aged. You have along road to travel, but you must 
take the first step right. The desired result cannot be 
brought about in a month ora year. There is a means 
of bringing this about, but you must work harmoni- 
ously and unitedly. There are none too many good 
machine-tenders ; there is not an over-supply of capa- 
ble engineers. Then why should you put your noses 
on the grindstone and keep them there? 

I am here to urge you to do right. Any man who 
thinks that eight hours spent over a hot paper-machine 
is not enough, let him try it and see for himself. It is 
ridiculous to ask a man to spend his time over a ma- 
chine for less than $4. It will never make him rich; 
he can get the necessaries of life and make himself 
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comfortable, but he cannot get beyond this. It takes 
an intelligent man to run a paper-machine as it should 
be run. Some of you may inquire why I do not pay 
the wages which I recommend. It is because I can- 
not pay $4 a day and compete with men who force 
down the price of paper and grind down their help to 
make up the difference, I want to caution you men 
against doing anything to cut down the wages of tour 
workers. There should be an established scale of 
prices for machine-tenders, engineers and boiler men. 
I hear that there is a cross feeling among you just 
This will never do. You must get rid of 
this feeling as soon as possible. Speaking about manu- 
facturers,I am too good a business man to get my 
back up against them or anyone else. I have told them 
time after time that they do not pay their help enough. 
The laborer is worthy of his hire every time, and the 
time is coming when you can say tothem : “ Pay us so 
much for our labor and pay us every week.” You 
know as wellas Ido that you cannot buy goods as 
cheaply on credit as you can if you have the money in 
your hand. The merchants expect to lose so much 
every year on account of the men who “ skip,” and on 
this account they must add a certain per cent. to their 
prices which you have to pay The men who dare to 
come out and champion your cause at this time are 
scarce, and I suppose that I shall be blamed for what 
Iam doing to-day, but I cannot be injured. If it will 
do any good for me to champion the cause of the tour 
workers at Saratoga, I am ready todoit. Ihope, how- 
ever, that you willclothe me with some authority if I 
am to speak in your interest at that gathering. 
I am willing to help your delegates in every 
way that I can I am not much of a hand to 
blow my own horn, but I can sometimes blow the 
other fellow’s. I advise you by all means to count on 
your back-tenders and helpers, for if you ever get eight 
hours for a day's work some 600 or 800 new men will be 
needed. I have made a schedule of prices which I con- 
sider a fair one, and it is based on eight hours a day. 
This is the list: Capable machine-tenders, $4 a day ; 
good back-tenders, $3; common back-tenders, $2; en- 
gineers, $4; helpers, $2.50; firemen, $3; superintend- 
ents, $10; night bosses, $6; layers off of paper, men 
and women, $2; rag-cutters, men, $4; washermen, 
$2.50 and $3; steam-engineers, $5; finishers, $3.50; 
machinists, first and second-class, $5 and $3; pipers, 
$3 to $5; millwrights, $3 to $5; clerks, $3 to $4; 
boiler men, $3 to $4; handlers of stock and super-cal- 
ender men, $3 and $4. You must place yourselves 
where you can enforce your demands when the proper 
time comes. If manufacturers were not leather-headed 
they would have seen long ago that the shutting down 
for seventeen or eighteen hours a week would take so 
much paper out of the market, affording them a good 
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excuse for advancing the price. I doubt very much terribly crushed about the shoulders and chest. | agers that it was the purpose of the company 


whether there will be influence enough in the coming 
convention to push this movement through ; so, if we 
don’t get anything, let us come home and push the issue 
as hard as ever. 

There is very little change in business to 
note this week. With the mercury well into 
the nineties, perspiring humanity must draw 
the line somewhere and business transactions 
are somewhat curtailed. Notwithstanding the 
extreme heat, the mills are all busy and the 
production is well covered by orders. The 
dull season is here, but in spite of it manufac- 
turers are busier than they were last year at 
this time. If this state of things continues we 
ought to have a very brisk falltrade. Writing 
papers are reported steady. There is a fair 
movement in news and book papers and ma- 
nillas are quiet. 

There is very little said here in regard to 
the Saratoga convention among the manufac- 


turers, but the tour workers discuss it very | 


frequently and various opinions are expressed 


in regard to the Saturday and Sunday night | 
Adam Ramage has been getting the | 


matter. 
petitions which have come in from the yati- 
ous mills of the country under the heads of 
the States from which they have come, and 
when posted together it will make a formidable 
document several yards long. The fund 
amounts to $223, of which $101 has been ex- 
pended, leaving $122 in the treasury. 

We have had two fatalities this week among 
the paper makers. On Saturday morning 
James Stratton, a young Scotchman, a helper 
employed by the Chemical Paper Company, 
while bathing in the third level canal, was sud- 
denly taken with cramps and was drowned 
before help could reach him. He had been 
in this country only three months. The same 
day James O'Brien, twenty years old, was in 
a rotary bleach boiler, cleaning it, at the 
Union Paper Mill, when it began to revolve, 
and in trying to get out young O’Brien was 
caught between the boiler and a beam and 


He died Monday night. 

Robert Lynn, formerly superintendent of 
the Connecticut River Pulp Company’s mill, 
has been engaged as Alexander Paul’s suc- 
cessor at the Wauregan Paper mill. Mr. 
Paul left for Menasha, Wis., this week. He 
will be missed by a wide circle of friends 
here.

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Boston Notes.

Under date of July 8, George S. Hall, at- 
torney for the Superior Wax Paper Company, 
announces that the company has made an as- 

| signment in trust for the benefit of its creditors. 
Yesterday morning the news reached the street 
and the comments of the trade generally were 
of an unsavory nature. A meeting of the 
creditors of the company is called at Youag’s 
Hotel at 11 o’clock to-morrow (Friday) morn- 
ing, when a statement of affairs will be made 
and the assignment submitted for signatures. 

Outside of gossip and rumors very little re- 
liable information can be had at present, as 
those having the management of the com- 
pany’s affairs claim to know less of its busi- 
ness since the failure than they did before. 
While the liabilities of the company are re- 
ported on the street to be $30,000, this fact is 
not fully admitted, nor is it denied, by the 
management. No estimate of the company’s 
assets will be given to-day. 

The company assigned voluntarily to P. I. 
Thomas, and it is claimea by one of the man- 
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to continue business pending settlement, but 
Henry S. Jenkins got out an attachment upon 
the assignee in trust, and so the mills of the 
company were closed. Mr. Jenkins’ claim is 
reported to be $6,000, money loaned the com- 
pany. 

The officers of the Superior Wax Paper 
Company are T. W. Pierce, president ; O. L. 
Prescott, treasurer ; James Livret, manager. 
H. C. Spaulding has been a leading figure in 
the organization of this company and in its 
business management, advising and counsel- 
ing, and your correspondent is indebted to him 
for the information which has heretofore ap- 
peared in these Boston letters concerning the 
affairs of this company.

Other receipts were 39 casks of Southern 
clay and 200 barrels of rosin.

CHARLES MERRIAM. 

Charles Merriam, of the old Webster Dic- 
tionary publishing firm of G. & C. Merriam, 
died at his home in Springfield on Saturday, 
July9. He was born at West Brookfield, No- 
vember 21, 1806, and learned the printing and 
bookbinding business. For ten or twelve | 
years past he had been out of active business, 
He was prominent in many important works 
and gave his native town a public library 
some years ago. The death of Mr. Merriam 
removes the last member of the original firm 
which took up the dictionary of Noah Web- 
ster, and, by scholarly revision and business 
acumen and perseverance, madg it a standard 
volume for America. The firm bought the

The tension, when ence established for a given weight paper, is always so maintained, 
since any deviation from the roll from a certain point operates one of the pawls to alter the 
valve and increase or diminish ths steam supply, and then is immediately restored to its nor- 
mal position. The roll, after adjustment of the Regulator, is maintained approximately 
fixed and proper adjustment of the valve is rapidly obtained by the change in the length of 


The least variation in the tension or condition of the paper-web at once regulates the 
valve, and the mischief of over or under drying does not occur. 

The construction of the loose ratchet-wheel with its peripheral notches allows the 
active ratchet-wheel to be employed only at intervals of time, after any change in the 
position of the valve ; while during that interval the paper-web is given opportunity to change 
its tension. Hence if the change is just sufficient the regulator becomes for the time inactive 

The regulator operates only when the condition of the paper or its tension departs from 
its normal or proper degree of dryness. 

Very slight alteration in the position of the roll or tension of the paper effects a multiplied 
change in the position of the valve, while the roll is always free to resume its normal position 
and the valve remains unaffected. Such movement was impossible in the old style regulator. 
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the microscope clays of this class are found to 
contain the crystalline pearly scales of kaolinite, 
which is regarded as rea'ly a separate and dis- 
tinct mineral species and is a hydrated silicate 
of aluminum, forming, as now known, the 
basis of the pure kaolin.

opoly which they have enjoyed. As an 
offset to the dreaded effects of this treaty 


an effort is being made to have Vera Cruz | 


declared a free port ; but if our commerce 
with Mexico is destined to any great in- 
crease or rapid extensjon, we can afford 
to dismiss any fear of what such declar- 
ation may effect. The railway will van- 
quish ocean communication wherever 
they come into fair competition, and this 
bond of commercial union with Mexico 
and Central America has been securely 
established and will be strengthened and 
extended when needed. 





WE have been led into comparisons of 
the prices of bleaching powders and soda 
ash for a series of years, making compu- 
tations on quoted sales at the beginning 
of each quarter, and thus securing aver- 
ages for each year. It may be of interest 
to our readers to present these figures. 
For several years soda ash ranged higher 
than bleach.

may be encouraged by lower rates for the 
long than the short haul where there are 
competing lines. The substance of the 
commission’s ruling on this point is as 
follows: The“existence of actual compe- 


tition, which is of controlling force 
in respect to traffic important in 
amount, may make out dissimilar 


| circumstances and conditions entitling 


the carrier to charge less for the longer 
than for the shorter haul over the same 
line in the same direction, the shorter 


| being included in the longer in the fol- 


lowing cases: 1. When the competition 
is with carriers by water which are not 
subject to the provisions of the statute. 
2. When the competition is with foreign 
or other railroads, which are not subject 
to the provisions of the statute. 3. In 
rare and peculiar cases of compe-

tition between railroads, which are sub- 


| ject to the statute, when a_ strict 
| ° . 

| application of the general rule of 
| the statute would be destructive of 


competition. This is substantially the 
| view taken by Judge Deady, who, in a re- 
cent case involving the construction of 
the long and short haul clause, held 
that freight carried to or from a com- 
petitive point is always carried under sub- 
stantially dissimilar circumstances and 
conditions from that carried to or from 
non-competitive points, and that, although 
competition may not be the only circum- 
stance making the conditions under 
which longer and shorter hauls are 
| performed substantially dissimilar, it is 
| certainly the most obvious and effective, 
| and must have been in the contemplation 
| of Congress when passing the act.

I wish that we could some way insti- 
tute a correct comparison between English 
| makes of paper and our own, so far as names 
| are concerned. I am sometimes bothered to 
| know what grade or kind of paper is meant 
| when the English terms are used. 


that I have been reading about a new English 
mill, and, from the description, I am led to 

| believe that it is the first strawboard mill built 
in the United Kingdom

| This wish is called forth by the fact 
| 


The person writing of it says: “ The 
strawboard making industry has hitherto ob- 
tained no footing inthis country. It has been 
exclusively confined to the Continent.” 


This induces the inference I have sug- 
gested. Iam not able to tell from looking 
| over the list of products of the English mills 
| whether this is correct. 





By the way, this new English mill is 
| said to rest upon upward of 8,000 tons of con- 
crete. The concrete lies upon about three 
| feet of clay which in turn covers a sub- 
| stratum of peat or bog. Over 400 tons of 
| steel rails are imbedded in this enormous 
mass, and laid at right angles to each other. 
| 


This binds the concrete together where the 
drains penetrate in weak places. 


Oh! Come off! 





At the late meeting of wood-fibre 
manufacturers at Dresden, A. Wertheim & 
Co., of Cassel and New York, asked for the 
passage of a resolution providing that the sale 
of all German soda and bisulphite fibre should 
be placed in the hands of one firm in the 
United States, so as to prevent the cutting of 
prices. 


They offered to give orders to all who 
would pledge themselves to ship fibre only 
through their hands. The resglution was not 


| adopted. 





It seems to me that this might have 
created a monopoly if adopted and that the 
| American paper makers would then have been 
| left out of consideration. 


Electricity has now been called upon to 
| bear its part in the production of paper pulp. 
|A patent is said to have been taken out in 
| France for a chemical process of reducing 
| wood, in which chloride of sodium is acted 
| upon by an electric current and the wood is 
| subjected to the alternate action of chlorine 
and soda. The meagreinformation which has 
come to hand precludes definite knowledge of 
the process, and I am not chemist enough to 
cipher out the action and reactions incident 
| toa stroke of lightning on a teaspoonful of 
| salt. 


I believe that I am right in estimating 
chloride of sodium as common salt. If Il am 
not I hope that some of the chemists in the 
paper trade will set me right. This reminds 
me of a little story. 


Some time ago the great and only Bar- 
num read in an agricultural paper, edited by 
a man who was born and brought up in a city, 
that muriate of soda would be a good fer- 
tilizer. He thereupon instructed the gentle- 
man who supervises the manipulation of the 
root and other crops on his domain, near 
Bridgeport, to send for a barrel of said m. of 
s. It came, 





Next day the great and only B. was told 
that the parties who had shipped the new fer- 
tilizer had sent him a barrel of salt. Wrath- 
fully he came down upon the shippers and 
made his complaint, and it is narrated that he 
went home wiser and confounded, I do not 
vouch for this story. 

Now, I don’t want to be “sat down on” 
by your chemical experts ; but I really want 
to know their opinion of electricity and

To the Editor of The Journal : 


I once more appeal to all good, honest, fair- 
minded manufacturers—and there certainly 
are a large number of such—on behalf of the 
tour workers, to shut down their mills at 6 
Pp. M. on Saturday and not start again until 


Monday, 7 A. M., and to use their influence as | 


best they can to get others to do the same. 
I hope that the manufacturers who meet at 


Saratoga, whether they be many or few, will 
resolve to adopt this practice on the first day | 


of August and not try to cut off a part of the 
poor tour worker's wages for doing so. 


Let us bear in mind that the tour worker has | 


for years been obliged to call his wife out of 
bed on Sunday night at 11 o’clock to get his 
breakfast, so that he could get to the mill and 
commence his day's work by 12 midnight. 


And when Saturday night comes he has been | 


obliged to work till midnight, go home and 
wash his greasy, sweaty hands and person, 
eat a cold supper and go to bed abeut 2 
o'clock in the morning. Please recollect that 
it is Sunday morning at that. 

I must confess I shudder at the thought of 
what we manufacturers have been doing in 
this respect. To all Christians I appeal for 
help to do away with this outrageous practice. 
Let us give our faithful tour men a chance to 
go to bed on a Saturday night, and also on 
Sunday night, and a chance to attend church 
on Sunday and start our mills as we ought 
to on Monday at 7 A. M., and if we cannot 
make paper enough in that time to fully sup- 
ply the market let us build more mills. 

I for one will join in the early shut-down 
with any number who may agree to it at the 
Saratoga Convention, believing that the rest 
must follow.

Building Material Composition. 


A composition material which, by the 
simple addition of water, may be used for cov- 
ering walls and for other purposes is made as 
follows: Eighty pounds of glue and eighty 
pounds of water are mixed under a moderate 
heat, so as to produce a thick fluid, after which 
sixteen pounds of linseed-oil are added. When 
the oil has become fully intermixed with the 
gluey fluid, twenty-two pounds of muriatic acid 
and five pounds of sulphuric acid are added, and 
after the mixture is heated to about 450° and | 
thoroughly mixed by stirring. The mixture is 
then allowed to cool and to stand about three 
days, during which time it is stirred three or 
four times a day for five or ten minutes at a 
time. At the end of the period named 16% 
parts of water are added to one part of the 
mixture, the combined mixture and water 
being placed ina shallow pan, in order that 
there may be sifted into it without stirring as 
much of the following described material as is 
necessary to fully absorb all of the solution. 
The material referred to consists of one 
part of calcined sulphate of lime to about one- 


twentieth part of calcined carbonate of lime. | & 


The mass formed by the addition of the ingre- 
dients just named is allowed to stand until 
dry; or, if desired, the process of drying may 
be accelerated by the application of heat. If it | 
is desired that the product shall have any | 
particular color, the dry coloring is added to 
the lime and plaster before sifting into the 
fluid, the color and lime and plaster being 
thoroughly mixed. This insures an equal 
coloring throughout the mass. 

In drying, this material will be found to be 
friable, and may be used for the purpose of 
finishing walls and for such other purposes as 
may be desired, a sufficient quantity of water | 
being added prior to the application of the | 
material to the wall to make a thick plaster. 

In certain instances it will be desired to | 
cheapen, harden and make other qualities of 
the dry material, and in order that this may 
be done a mixture is made as follows: To 
one part of the dry material already described 
add from two to sixteen parts of sulphate of 
lime and from three to twelve parts of dry 
washed sand, the proportions varying in ac- 
cordance with the quality of the material 
which the operator wishes to produce, and 
this reproduced material may be applied in 
the manner heretofore described by mixing 
with water to the consistency of mortar, which 
can readily be applied to lath or bricks as a 
base for walls, the first-described material 
being laid on for a finish. 

The material described has great adhesive- 
ness, holding firmly to lath, wood or iron 
without keying, and also adhering firmly to 
brick or stone, and becoming in a short time 
as hard as stone, although having a certain 
amount of elasticity. It is asserted that this 
material will also resist the action of fire and 
water to a much greater extent than any of the 
-so-called “fire and water proof” materials 
now in use. 

In compounding the composition care should 
be taken that the proportions above given be 
accurately followed, as otherwise the material 
becomes hard, instead of drying in a friable 

mass. The composition is patented. 
ar 


On Boiler Stacks. 





In general it may be safely stated that 
the several parts of the steam plant have 
been designed and built with a view to the 
accomplishment of some end steadily had in 
view from the beginning When we come to 
the stack, in many instances, all calculation 
seems to have stopped, and it is assumed on 
general principles anything will do through 
which smoke can be either coaxed or driven. 

Wherever the blame for this iniquity is due, 
it is just as certain as the decrees of fate that, 
unless the stack is proportioned and built to 
conform to the requirements of governing the 
construction of all the other parts of the plant, 
the result will be disappointment and failure 
from the start. The draft of a stack is the 
difference in velocity of the heated air and 
unconsumed gases within and the external 
air, and is measured on a glass syphon gauge 
in inches of water, or it may be computed in 
this way.

the external air 62°, the density of the air at

In this case, suppose a stack to have ample 
area, as in many cases, the friction will ma- 
terially modify the draft and consequently the 
water measurement. 

The velocity of the escaping gases in two 


stacks, one square, the other round, of equal 
| diameter under uniform conditions will be the 
same, but the quantity will be greater in the 


square one as I is to .7854. 

While in a general way the power of a stack 
increases with the increase of internal tem- 
perature, it is so only within certain limits, 
and this limit was found in the experiments of 
Peclet to be 525°. As while the velocity will 
increase with the temperature, so also will the 
volume of air by the expansion due to the 
heat and consequently the friction. 

The cross-section of a stack should equal 
the area of all the flues and when this is done 
there is no necessity for extreme height ; if de- 
signed and built smaller it must be made up 


in an added height.— Stationary Engineer.

Boiler Protection. 





The accompanying cuts illustrate the 
Reliance Safety Water Columns, manufactured 
by the Reliance Gauge Company, Notting- 
ham Building, Cleveland, Ohio, which it is be- 
lieved will be ot general interest to paper 
manufacturers who are exceptionally large 
users of steam. 

Two distinct alarms are presented, one low 
water only, and the other high and low com- 
bined. 

The low-water alarm is so simple as to 
hardly need detailed description. What is 
known as a bell-crank lever connects the up- 
right float rod with the whistle valve, and when 
in use, with the water at the proper height, the 
solderless copper float attached to the lower 
end of the vertical rod is submerged, and, 
pressing upward, holds the valve closed, but 
when the water from any cause whatever, 
such as leakage, stopping of the injector, 
breaking of pumps or carelessness, gets low 
enough to rob the float of its support, it sinks 
of its own gravity, thus opening the valve and 
blowing the whistle. 


In the combined high and low water alarms 
the lower float, lever and valve are exactly

The work of removing the roof from the 
Whiting Paper Mill No. 2, Holyoke, Mass., 
was begun last Monday. The new addition 
has reached its full height and the new roof 
will be put on as soonas the old one is taken off. 


The Nonotuck Paper Company, Holyoke, 
Mass., following the example of other manu-

like those of the low-water alarm just de- 
scribed, while the construction of the high- 
water alarm is simply that of the low-water 
alarm reversed, the bell-crank lever being 
turned over so that the weight of the float 
holds the valve closed until the water gets 
high enough to float it and thus open the up- 
per valve and let steam into the whistle. The 
alarms are both perfectly automatic, and it is 
impossible for the water to vary beyond the 
extreme gauge-cocks without sounding the 
alarm. 

The spherical projection at the bottom of 
all these gauges is a mud catcher, into which 
the sediment falls ot its own gravity. Owing 
to the smallness of the connection between it 
and the body of the gauge, this sediment can- 
not get back into the gauge when the blow-off 
valve is opened, as in ordinary water col- 
umns, and the gauge-cocks and glass are al- 
ways clean. 

It will be observed that, besides affording 
needed protection, these alarms are so con- 
structed as to insure the carrying of a com- 
paratively steady gauge of water, whereby the 
most economical results are obtained. . 

The third cut illustrates the alarm com- 
plete, and shows that the manufacturers wisely 
refrain from discarding the water-gauge and 
gauge-cocks, and that there is nothing lost in 
this invention while much is gained. 

These safeguards are said to be meeting 
with quite general favor, and have been adopted 
by the Cleveland Paper Company, and are 
also in use in the Valley City Paper Mills, at 
Dayton, and the mills of the George H. Friend 
Paper Company, at West Carrollton, Ohio.

Twine may be prepared so as to possess 
the appearance of catgut by treating it as 
follows ; Soak the twine for half an hour in a 
solution of glue; dry and soak for an hour or 
two in a Strong infusion of oak bark, to which 
a little catechu has been added.

CHAPTER I! 
(Continued.) 
FIFTY YEARS OF PROGRESS, 

The progres< of the past fifty years has un- 
doubtedly been greater than that of the Chris- 
tian era previously ; and that.of the past ten 
years, even taking into consideration this bril- 
liant period in which the decade is numbered, 
is phenomenal. 
record of invention, of research, of art, of me- 
chanical application to render life less toil- 
some and wearying, for study and contempla- 


tion, we might joyfully conclude that never in | 


the history of the race has man so great a rea- 
son to be happy and contended; yet never 
were ravishing dissatisfaction and threatening 
animosities more widely spread, or apparently 
more deeply seated. Legislation has proven 
itself incapable of coping with the hydra evil, 
and we look in vain for corrections in moral 
and religious teachings, or even in humani- 
tarian impulses. 

In the days of simple ways and simple liv- 
ing, when animal power with the fewest and 
rudest implements scattered industries far and 
wide over vast areas, we do not discover evi- 
dence of strain and friction and discontent as 
we do now. When the invention and applica- 
tidn of the wind-mill was made, there began 
the process of centralization into specifically 
favorable places, which process has been 
supplemented by the introduction of improved 
water-motor appliances with still further merg- 
ing qualities. 
tendencies to create and maintain monopolies 
—the best places and the most powerful motors 
in the hands cf the largest capital—until com- 
petition is distanced, and the small operator is 
driven out of market and out of control, 
or finally thrown into the mass of the 
starving and struggling for daily existence. 
Statutory legislation and legal battlefields 
lie thickly along the banks of streams 
with special capacities for power supply. 
Steam again has augmented this inevitable 
tendency, and we exist to-day in a very para- 
dise of monopolistic and autocratic surround- 
ings. The craze for combination and control 
was never so great; it reaches everywhere, 
from financial exchange to mountain fastness ; 
it wants the earth. It is not possible that the 
wild, mad rush can long endure. The con- 
tinued strain must sooner or later find the 
weakest link, when disaster will certainly 
follow. 

Admitting, then, that the terrible leverage 
of applied power that comparatively few can 
own and control is, as certainly as anything, 
producing the results which we are intimating, 
it is only reasonable that a study should be 
made of the resources at’ man’s disposal to 
break the attending inclination and to make a 
proper distribution that shall give, as freely as 
may be asked, all the advantages to be had 
from the acquisition and use of power in the 
industries in which the children of men must 
engage. 

DISTRIBUTION OF POWER, THE 
TION OF THE DAY. 

Distribution of power is the real great ques- 
tion of the day. The demand for power will 
increase from year to year. When it is made 
possible for men to possess its advantages it 
will be as eagerly sought as the gold of the 
Californias or the diamonds of the Indias. To 
accomplish this distribution is the proper field 
of an imperishable labor for good and for pro- 
fit. When we ¢an boast of ten institutions, 
even thongh their combined 
capacities are more than equaled by a single 
operation in the same line, we shall have ad- 
vantage and profit for all. 

The introduction of the gas producer, in 
which the elements carbon and the oxygen and 
hydrogen of water can be united at a minimum

of cost, and of the various methods of electri- 
cal propulsion, has already been made. Here 
we have two vast forces that will contend with 
the centralization incident to the employment 
of steam-power, and must win a final and a

transmitted power that will place in the hands 

of the masses every incentive to thrift, energy 
and ingenuity. We are at the very threshold 
of a most radical industrial revolution and 
may depend that as we hasten the extension | 
of power, gas manufacture and the introduc- 
tion of electrical appliances, we shall solve
